Another important J rovinciad 
statute is known as “The Dowet 
Act.’ The object of this statute is 
for the protection of married wo- 
men, so that a husband cannot sell 
the house or the homestead with- 
bul the written consent of his 
wife. Formerly it was not uncom. 
mon tor a dissipated husband to 
sell the house or the farm and 
squander the proceeds to the in: 
jury of his wife and children. It is 
@ satutory law and has been on 
the statute books since 1917, 

«A law along the same lines is 
The Widows’ Relief Act, and op 
erates along these lines: If a wid- 
ow does not receive what she con 
siders a fair proportion of her 
husband's estate all she has to do 
is to apply to a judge, who will 
see that she gets a fair proportion 
of the estate, 

The trend of all this legislation 
is to improve the legal status of a 
married woman, and I may gay, 
the law has been stretched a long 
way in that direction. For instance, 
although a married woman can 
transfer her property without her 
husband's consent, a married man 
is not allowed the same privilege, 
as I have already shown. 

Betore the passing of the Mar- 
ried Women’s Property Act in 
England in 1882 the status of wo- 
men was very much different from 
what it is now, Before 1882 a wo- 
man by marrying transferred her

‘There 
are too many human, or inhuman 
elements involved in the final ex- 
aminations to make of them any- 
thing approaching an ideal test. 

Besides, there is the expense to 
parents of the examination fees 
By doing away with Grades 8 anc 
9 exams, the country is saved 
$100,000, andj individual families 
ure saved sums which they can 
scarcely spare this year, 

It Nas been shown locally thar 
the teachers have had a very ac 
curate idea of the students whi 
would pass in the various grades 
and the final examinations have 
done little more than confirm their 
forecast. 

There seems to be almost 
many arguments against the elim 
ination of examinations as for, an: 
ho one can say with certain! 
whether the move will prove satis 
factory or not. But little harm car 
result from trying it. 

Under an ideal system of educa 
tion, many believe there need br 
no departmental tests. An enthus 
jastic, competent teacher unhan 
pered by the restrictions of “Cour- 
ses of study’ would probably «:
